Show Australia’s 
Growth 


Almost twice as many 
people were killed in road 
accidents in Aastralia last 
year than in all other types 
of accidents put together. 


Stressing the ever constant 
need for vigilance on the 
road the Victorian Manager 
of Goodyear Australia, Mr. 
Stewart Farnsworth. — said 
that according to the latest 
Commonwealth statistics 3,300 


people were killed in road 
accidents against 1,876 in 
all other accidents. 


Mr. Farnsworth said there 
were now 4,300,000 vehicles 
on-the 564,000 miles of roads /{ 
in Australia. 

“Wher. everyone is crying 
out. for more care on the 
roads it is distressing to 
learn that over 80.000 peo- 
ple were seriously injured 
in accidents throughsut 
Australia last year", Mr.. 
Farnsworth said. 


Commenting on the ru- 
mour that petrol prices 
would rise again, Mr. Farns- 
worth said, ‘Australian ve- 
hicles used 1,800 million gal- 
Jons of petrol last year or 


roughly the equivalent of a 
tankful for each vehicle 
every eight days.
